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Brent Dow Allinson, Chicago con- 
Scientious objector, rejoiced last night 
over an apparent victory in his fight 
to be sent to Camp Meade, Md., in- 
Stead of being compelled to report in 
Chicago for service at Camp Grant, 
but he may have rejoiced too soon. 

Fortified byran opinion from Daniel 
3. Donovan, provost marshal for the 
District of Columbia, that the Wash- 
ington draft board had jurisdiction 
in his case, Allinson, who is in Wash- 
ington, is preparing to leave for Camp 
Meade. In Chicago, however, the 
@raft board officials are planning to 
throw obstacles in his pathway to that 
camp and to continue their fight to 
have him brought here. ) 

Their first move will be to send to 
the commanding officer at Camp Meade 
a telegram warning him not to receive 
Allinson and informing him that they 
alone have jurisdiction in Allinson’s 
case. 

‘Chairman Promises Jrouble. 

Jacob Bernheim, chairman of Board 
44 which has been handling Allinson’s 
case, is indignant over the Washing- 
ton decision and promises trouble all 
along the line as the result of it. He 
insists that Allinson cannot be ac- 
cepted in a military camp without the 
proper papers, and that his board alone 
Can issue them. He declares that un- 
less he receives further information 
he will refuse to do so. 

“The so-calléd decision in the Allin- 
S0n case is entirely contrary to the 
draft regulations and I cannot see how 
it Was made,” he declared last night. 
“The regulations are extremely clear 
that the board which handles a case 
Originally has final jurisdiction in it. 
Why, the Washington board has not. 
even legal information that Allinson is.

The possibility of toot riots in Chi- 
e in New York

That was the tribute a lean, lanky 
mentucky sailor sent to a girl after he 
had left the naval station not far from 
her home.

If the paper turns-a dis- 
tinct red it indicates that there is acid 
in the soil which must be neutralized 
by water, slaked lime, perhaps a half 
bushel per square rod, depending on 
the extent of acidity. As it is dusty, 
apply it on a calm day, preferably in 
autumn, though now if necessary. 
Ground limestone will serve the same 
pu but in larger quantities. Un- 
less nderlying causes are removed 
—probably lack of drainage—the treat- 
ment will need to be repeated in alter- 
nate years. 

If the soil is not faund acid, the bare 
spots should be deeply spaded, have a 
‘three inch covering of stable manure 
thoroughly incorporated with the soil, 
a little bone meal dusted over the top, 
and then be reseeded -at this time or 
about the middle of August. 

Whenever the grass has attained a 
height of two and one-half or three 
inches it must be mowed down to one 
or one and one-half inches. For small 
lawns a fourteen inch~ball bearing 
lawn mower with grass catcher, cost- 
ing about $12, will be most satisfac- 
tory. A larger mower has heavier 
draft and cannot be so well manipu- 
lated in narrow quarters. 

The clippings should generally be 
caught up in the canvas grass collec- 
tor, fed to chickens, or spread as a 
mulch in the vegetable garden to re- 
tain the moisture in summer. During 
the hottest part of summer the clip- 
pings should remain on the lawn‘ for . 
protection. | , 

Cease mowing when frost sets in, 
usually the first week in October. The 
grass must not be allowed to go to 
seed, as the process is as exhausting 
to grasses as to all plant life. 

Frequent light sprinkling, insuffi- 
ecient sprinkling, and sprinkling with 
such: force as to bare the roots are the 
causes for most lawn failures, A light 
spray, sufficiently protracted to satu- 
rate the soil to a depth of three or. four 
inches, is proper.

HE indications are that the Harrt- 
son drug act is gradually reducing 
the use of opium and cocaine and 
that in the course of a generation 


. the number of persons addicted to the 


use of these drugs will be inconsiderable, 
Nearly twenty years ago the nations én: 
tered into a campact. to lessen the traffic 
in habit. forming drugs. The United 
States, in keeping with the agreement, 
passed a law commonly known as the 
Harrison act, which\law ‘went into effect 
March 1, 1915."' We have had three years 
of operation of this law and we can be- 
gin to form an idea of its. effectiveness 
and its shortcomings and the length of

any one and suggestions for its modifica- 


tion have come from. ‘many sources.

should supplement it by a law regulating 
the local traffic in habit forming drugs 
and prohibiting their use except to con- 
firmed. addicts who would be licensed, 
and as medicines by physicians under 
very great limitations.

- 630,000 pounds of opium containing more 
than 9 per cent morphine was imported.

opium. In 1913 the amount was 508,000 
pounds. 


The lowest AE Sos cog) of any year 
were 399,837 pounds, in 1912. In 1916 
the importations fell to 146,688 pounds. 
In the first eleven months of 1917 the

the Harrison law. The amount of cocaine 
imported for consumption fell from 3,290 
ounces in 1914 to 179 ounces in 1915. 
The number of pounds of cocoa leaves 
seems to have fallen from an average of 
1,022,296 pounds a year for the last three 
years before the law to 992,874 for the 
two years for which we have figures 
since the ‘law went into effect. The fig-

drug users took treatment and were 
cured; 432 entered Illinois state hos- 
pitals for treatment within six weeks 
A very much larger 
number laid in a supply to last months 
and, in some instances, years. The larg- 
est number established relations with un- 


derground channels for securing the 
drug. Most of these are said to get their 


supply from peddlers. The peddlers get 
their supplies in the main from manufac- 
turers, druggists, and physicians. 


There has grown up underground 
chains, channels, and depots for habit 
forming drugs. There also has developed 


a group of physicians of a certain type 
who make use of their diplomas and 
licenses to supply habit forming drugs 


at exorbitant prices. These men do not 


belong to medical societies. They are 
not without professional standing, but 
they carry the title of physician and 


they hold licenses to practice. The med-} 


ical profession has protested and still 
protests against the laxity of the act in 
permitting practically everybody who 
claims to be a doctor, dentist, or vetert- 
narian to register almost without ques- 
tion.

They are crafty. The reply that a physi- 
cian started the trouble is absolutely un- 
reliable. No effort is made to run down 
the real cause. And yet both Terry and 
Brown have fallen tnto the mistake of 
setting down at their face“value these 
statements that tibet the medical pro} 
fession. 

In spite.of all these gains, I would like 
to see the law changed so that every 


manufacturer, distributor, and physician |

tration prove to the registrar that he was 
not a drug user, that he was a man of 
integrity, and that he had not in the 
years previous dispensed .or: prescribed 
amounts of opium and cocaine dispropor- 
tionate to his practice. As time goes on 
the law will be strengthened. Its admin- 
istration will become more effective. The 
amount of peddling and smuggling will 
be lessened. But I do not believe any 
large proportion of present addicts will 
quit. In the main, those bound to the 
wheel will stay bound until they die. 
The great gain through the law will 
come through a very great decrease in 
the toll of those who yearly contract 
the habit.

average motor car owner reé- 
alizes something of the vital im- 
portance of proper lubrication, 
but few understand the equal ne- 


cessity for similar perfection of align- 
ment. If we could perfect these two 
conditions if the various parts of the 
mechanism always ran true and never 
touched, the modern automobile woul 
never wear out. 
When a part Is out of alignment it is 
not running parallel or in correct rela- 
tion to the other parts. When the 
ear first comes from the maker all 
parts are correctly aligned, but a care 
less driver can very quickly destroy 
this condition by improper bas mse 0 
of the Vehicle.

alignment occurs in the front wheels 
ahd it is made manifest by excessive 
wear of the tires 
When the wheels are out of alignment 
it is not difficult to see that the tires 
have a dragging movement as well as 
the ordinary and proper rolling for- 
‘war.

The alignment of t the front wheels te 
affected by the steering system, the 
front axle, the bearings, and various 
other factors. The alignment of the 
rear wheels will depend somewhat on 
the condition of the rims, the bearings, 
and the axle. Every car owner ought 
to make it a point to have the aligrt 
ment of the wheels checked up three 
times a year, even if no accident. has 
occurred to make an emergency check- 
ing imperative.

These extenuating conditions may 
involve the driving ability and intelli- 
gence of the man at the wheel; the 
condition of the machine itself; the 
time, conditions of congestion, and 
noncongestion of the roadway, etc.

Of course, downright, brutal violas 
tions are without excuse or a. scin- 
tilla of justice, and the punishment 
in such cases should reach the law’s 
limit.
